General declared that the bo ard must 
l>e made up o f men fro m bo th parties. 
In a Republican to wnship there sho uld 
be two Republicans and o ne Demo crat. 
In Demo cratic to wnships there sho uld 
be two Demo crats and o ne Republican. 
He further held that where this was 
no t the result o f the electio n, 
and 
where three men o f o ne party received 
e ach mo re vo tes tha n any m a n - o f- the to wD bo ard 
o ppo sing party, the man o n the win­ 
ning party who had least vo tes must 
go o ff and the man o n the mino rity 
party who had mo st vo tes must go o n. 
He held that this was the implicatio n 
I o f the ruling that to wnship bo ards 
must be unanimo us in their actio n 
: upo n questio ns having refenence to 
to wnship aff airs. 
If this is the co rrect 
interpretatio n o f 
numero us men o n 
bo ards who have no right to be there.

Great Britain, and attention has been 
drawn to it by K. T. Thwaite. 
Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Thwaite, the effects 
noted m ay be due to the physiological 
effects of carbon 
monoxide, for he 
finds t h a t men engaged about blast 
furnace® and gas producers are pecu­ 
liarly -free from tuberculous trouble. 
It is suggested that the presence of 
carbon dust in the lungs may be a 
cause of production of CO. and that 
this will 
serv e to explain the im­ 
munity of m iners from the disease. 
'Phe tubercle* bacillus is a creature of 
extrem e tenacity of life. 
It is in­ 
cased in a waxy integument, and is 
proof against ev en nitric acid; 
but 
in 
their 
powers of diffusion th a t it can well 
be considered 
that 
carbonic 
oxide 
might reach the tissues of a creature 
in a subtle manner, for the gas can­

HE av erage New York city person knows little of the terrors of a 
forest fire. 
There are not great forests near the Atlantic coa*t 
Ili.o, 
Ev en the frag ments of trees and wild g rass that exist to 
giv e v ariance to the eye, as ag ainst the rocks and sands, hav e 
enough moisture, ordinarily, to prev ent the rav ag es ol 
the de­ 
structiv e forest flame. 
Bui in the mountainous country, cut in the forests of the 
lak» * lev el, in the sombre reg ions of the Maine p in eries, where the monster 
elm ami oak grow in Michigan, Ohio and Wisconsin; in the umost untrod re* 
g ions of Montana, where the fir, the spruce and the scrub oak exist in wild 
and r u g g e d prolusion; in Arkansas and Louisiana and Eastern Texas, where 
the huge led hearted pines try to rear their heads high enough for eag les to 
nest in safety from rifle shots— in these localities, after a short drought, the 
drop 
of a match wil. inflame them, burn them, destroy them, leav e blackened 
areas as horrible as Sherman’s army, left when it marched from Atlanta to the 
sea. 
And what a gorgeous, though terrifying spectacle a forest fire is! 
The 
sight of burning woods, the flight of terrorized beasts, the hasty fleeing of 
the woodsmen, the whirling of yellow tree limbs now colored like the flaming 
sword through the smoking air, the hidden sun, the noise of crackling timbers, 
the roar of the destructiv e wing s of a Hurlothnimbo—the sig ht almost stops 
the heart from heating. 
It is not possible to stop such fires unless heav y rains oorne along to 
assist. 
Human endeav or is helpless, 
Imjoriiled homesteaders plough up long 
rows of fresh earth. 
Hasty runs are made to the nearest depot where salt 
may be had. 
This 
is sprinkled before the oncom ing wav es of heat. 
The 
flames leap o\er as Remus leaped the ditch his brother Romulus had dug 
This morning, we will say, a forest stands majestic in its tinseled and 
tinted beauty. 
The splendor of the shades and tints and dazzling emblazon­ 
ments of a yellow-hammer's breast look pollshlv puny when struck beside the 
florid and ‘polychromatic tones o f the dying oak leaf, the v anishing y 
blushes of the elm, the amazing g low of the willow, like branches shading gome 
crystal stream, the timid bloom of the wild buttercup, lifting its blueish head 
abov e the v agrora wisps of g rass— ah, it is a picture one cannot forget or wish 
tj iorget. 
Arid then, in another hour, the swirl of smoke, of blazing branches from 
dismembered trees, comes through the air. 
In an instant there is a mad 
dance of what appears to be a cong ress of dog stars. 
Giant oaks a” e attic-ked; 
they turn rod of dress, then blue and then black. 
They are dead. 
Into the* 
recesses where the perfumes of the wild v iolet, a little while ago, arose to 
intoxicate the senses and to charm 
< v en the serried h<# irt, th e r e arises an aerial 
olor. as if Argand had poured out his tears of bitterness upon the land. 
At night the world is illuminated as if all the Friars' lanterns of mytho­ 
logical times were lit, as if ev ery chandelier of the univ erse had been giv en 
fre^h v .leks. as if the m e te o r s from all the heav ens w ere there to celebrate-» 
a v ictorv .— New York American.

by rapid flights.

fear or cowardice when the tower sank into the soothing caldron of flam e. 
When in Deadwood. in the Black Hills of Dakota, the author was told that 
in the early days there, before telephone, railroad or telegraph communication 
had been established, the people wore obliged to send a hundred miles for 
a physician. 
For this reason the serv hes of a physician were beyond the 
reach of those of moderate means. Result was people learned to depend upon 
them selv es to such an extent that it was only on extremely rare occasions, 
usually in case of sev ere accident or some emerg ency, that a physician was 
sent for.

She was

crusted window panes. 
By fiv e minutes past

a trickle of drops any more, but a 
steady united stream, which flows like 
a heav y 
liquid, 
silently, 
thickly, 
through the g ate of the mill into the 
g rounds, into the big door, up into 
the dimly lighted first, second, third, 
fourth lev els.

flows, deep, dull, 
dark.

break in its color is that it is fleck­ 
ed---reminiscently in spots—with

the surface of the stream a white 
face which shows inhumanly like a 
larg e cotton fleck.

By twenty-nine minutes past 6 al 
most ev erybody is in the mill. 
But 
the mill is still dark. 
It is full of 
people, but it is dark. 
The moment has come, 
howev er 
for the light, for power, for wrork 
for the down-to-a-second, and down 
to a-cent 
percalculated 
frenzy 
of 
modern manufacturing. 
At 6; 30 pre 
cisely, net a second sooner, not 
second 
later, there is a blinding blaze 
of light from ev ery window’ in the 
mill; there Is a belching clamor of 
machinery through the open door. 
Then the door swing s shut and ab 
solute silence is 
restored 
to 
the 
street. 
So is absolute loneliness. The 
sidewalks are deserted. 
T he night is 
still black. Ev erything is exactly as 
it was when you first stepped ashore 
from your boat, except that the enor­ 
mous bulk of the mill has changed 
from gray to gold. 
But 
this 
is 
enoug h. 
Fall Riv er is itself again. In 
that first minute of its workday, from 
6:30 to 6:31, it is making two miles 
of cotton cloth, just as it w’ill make 
another two miles of cotton cloth dur­ 
ing ev ery other working minute till 
supper time.—From Ev erybody’s.
